AMOUNT  INVOLVED 

IS  NEARLY  $60,000 


OTTAWA,  Feb.  26 — A  statement 
showing  that  the  Government  paid 
|B9,7B6  more  than  it  should  have  paid 
for  dredging  done  by  the  Canadian 
Dredging  Company  at  Tiffin  Harbor  be- 
tween 1907  and  the  present  time,  was 
presented  to  the  Public  Accounts  Com- 
mittee today  by  J.  H.  Armstrong,  an 
engineer  of  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment. Mr.  Armstrong's  statement  based 
on  the  reports  of  measurements  by  in- 
spectors on  the  work,  showed  the  amount 
dredged  at  Tiffin  Harbor  to  have  been 
219,000  cubic  feet  of  solid  material  and 
864,691  cubic  feet  of  other  material,  a 
total   of  1,078,691    cubic    feet. 

It  is  explained  that  in  the  case  of 
rock  the  amount  by  scow  measurement 
after  excavation  is  80  per  cent  greater 
than  the  actual  material  In  place,  and 
that  in  the  case  of  other  material  the 
expansion  factor  was  33  per  cent.  On 
that  basis  the  engineer  calculated  that 
the  amount  taken  out  of  Titlln  Harbor 
represented  764,216  cubic  yards  in 
place.  An  allowance  of  27,801  cubic 
yards  was  made  for  excess  dredging, 
making  a  total  of  736,116  cubic  yards  of 
nndlsturhert  material  for  which  payment 
was  made.  The  original  measurement 
of  material  to  be  dredged  was  estimated 
by  Mr.  Armstrong  at  826,577  cubic  yards, 
from  which  he  deducted  161  788  cubic 
yards  of  material  remaining  yet  to  be 
removed. 

A    Considerable    Excess 

He  calculated  that  he  had  paid  in  the 
period  i"or  an  over-measurement  of 
61,626  cubic  yards  in  place.  Allowing 
for  the  expansion  factors,  he  came  to 
the  conclusion  that  at  the  prices  of 
|2.25  a  cubic  yard  for  rock  and  29  cents 
a  cubic  yard  for  other  material,  mow 
measurement,  the  over-payment  to  the 
company   amounted    to   $69,766.

The  correspondent  confirms  the  re- 
port  sent  to  the  Tifrkloh  war  office  by 
Shukri  Pasha,  the  military  commander 
of  Adrianople,  but  he  has  succeeded  In 
getting  p.  fresh  euipply  of  provisions. 

Scutari  Still  Holds   Out

If  I  am  alive  when 
the  time  for  trial  arrives,  the  judge'. 
counsel  and  jury  of  men  will  have  the 
shamoful  task  of  pretending  to  give:  I 
rair  trial  to  a  sick  and  undefended  wo- 
man." 

The  hostile  fasting  aroused  by  the 
luetics  of  the  militant  suffragettes  Is 
increasing.  At  Lelrth-on-Sna,  in  fflSSSX, 
B  mo!,  broke  up  a  suffragette  parade 
lay,  injuring  two  women.  At  Walsall 
a  mob  WTecked  the  Women's  Social  and 
Political  I'nlon  shop,  which  Is  devoted 
to   the  sale  of   suffragette  literature. 

At  NYotting.hajn  today  suffragettes 
dropped  into  many  pillar  boxes  tubes 
containing  phosphorus,  which  burst  into 
flames,   destroying   much   mail. 

A  meeting  of  the  militant  suffra- 
gettes at  Worthington  also  was  hOWled 
down  tonlgtht.  Mrs.  Israel  Zar.gwill. 
wife  of  the  author,  ahd  "Gen"  Mrs. 
I'lora  Drummond  were  unable  to  get  a 
hearlnn.  The  banners  were  torn  from 
their  stands  and  trampled  under  foot, 
and  bh-e  promoters  of  the  meting  were 
obliged  to  take  refuge  In  a  police  sta- 
tion  to  escape   the  mob. 

The  eurfragettes  appear  to  have  plan- 
ned systematic  Incendiary  attacks  on 
London's  sporting  grounds.  Two  suf- 
fragettes were  arrested  tonight  at  the 
All-England  tennis  grounds  at  Wimble- 
don, with  bags  containinr*  Inflammable 
materials. 


OTTAWA,  Feb.  26.— Sir  Wm.  Mere- 
dith's report  as  Royal  Commissioner  ap- 
pointed to  Investigate  the  affairs  of  the 
Farmers'  Bank  and  relations  of  the  ex- 
Minister  of  Finance,  Hon.  W.  S.  Field- 
ing and  the  Treasury  Board  thereto, 
was  tabled  in  the  Commons  this  after- 
noon by  Hob.   "VY.   €".  White. 

The  conclusions  reached  may  oe 
briefly  summarized  as  follows:  The 
blame  for  the  failure  of  the  bank,  in- 
volving a  net  loss  to  the  depositors  of 
11,806,437,  Is  ascribed  to  the  reckless- 
ness and  fraud  of  those  entrusted  with 
the  management,  of  the  bank,  and  not  to 
the  granting  of  the  certificate  by  the 
Treasury  Board. 

In  so  far  as  the  Treasury  Board  is 
concerned,  the  commissioner  finds  that 
there  Is  no  ground  for  Imputing  any- 
Improper  motives  to  the  ex-Flnance 
Minister  and  his  colleagues,  and  the 
most  that  can  properly  be  charged 
against  them  Is  "an  error  of  judgment." 
This  error  of  Judgment  lay  in  accepting 
the  repeated  assurances  of  Travers  as  to 
the  correctness  of  the  sworn  statement 
of  the  bank's  affairs  without  making  a 
sufficiently  searching  inquiry  as  to  the 
truth  of  the  allegations  made  by  Sir 
Edmund  Osier,  Mr.  David  Henderson, 
M.    P.,    and    others. 

The  Chief  Justice  further  finds  that 
Sir  Edmund  Osier  and  Mr.  Henderson 
did  not  think  it  worth  while  to  bring 
before  the  House  of  Commons  the  ac- 
tion of  tho  Treasury  Board  in  granting 
the  certificate,  and  that  this  "may  ba 
observed  as  probably  Indicative  of  their 
view  as  to  the  gravity  of  the  irregu- 
larities of  which  they  had  been  in- 
formed." 

Sir  William  says  that  if  the  hank 
had  been  prudently  and  honestly  man- 
aged, there  is  no  reason  why  It  should 
not  have  succeeded,  despite  the  irregti- 
lartles  on  the  part  of  Travers  and  his 
misconduct  in  connection  with  the  ap- 
plication for  the  certificate.  This  would 
seem  to  Indicate  that  the  shareholders 
and  depositors  will  not  have  much  to 
go  on  In  their  demand  for  reimburse- 
ment  from   the  Government, 

Hoth  Mr.  Peter  Ryan  and  the  late  Col 
Matheson,  Provincial  Tronsurer,  are  ex- 
onerated of  any  culpahility  in  the  mat- 
ter. In  regard  to  the  latter,  the  report 
finds  that  the  Provincial  Treasurer  In 
making  deposits  in  the  bank,  acted  with 
nothing  in  view  but  the  public  Interest, 
and  was  not  aware  of  any  agreement 
between  The  Toronto  World  and  Trav- 
ers.

interest,  it  had  not  come  up  to  the  ea- 
pectatlons.of  its  designers,  "the  court 
of  hut  appeal  seema  to  hava  favored 
companies  against  the  Individual,  and 
it  certainly  had  favored  companies 
against  municipalities,"  added  Sir  Rich- 
ard. 

He  criticised  the  decision  of  the  Privy 
Council  la  the  Alberto  and  Great  Water- 
ways case,  and  Bald  that  its  decisions 
were  almost  invariably  against  the 
spirit  of  Canadian  laws  and  In  favor  of 
corporations  against  municipalities  in 
cases  Involving  control  of  streets.  In 
the  Manitoba  school  case  the  Privy 
Counoll  had  gone  contrary  to  all  the 
Canadian  courts,  and  had  gone  wrong 
where  a  schoolboy  might  easily  have 
his  way  to  a  right  rtftclfilun,

Alleges  Incompetency 
That  decision  wreeked  a  Canadian 
Government,  and  a  few  weeks  after- 
wards the  Privy  ^ouncii  had  made  a 
declaration  which  practically"  reversed 
Its  decision.  These  thing*  showed  the 
incompetency  of  the  Privy  Council  in- 
handling  Canadian  appeals.  The  Privy 
Council  was  made  up  of  superannuated 
Judges,  and,  what  was  Worse,  the  same 
judges  did  not  continue  sittings,  but 
were  changed  at  short  intervale,  The 
appeal  to  the -Privy  Council  wa*  too  ex- 
pensive for  a  poor  man,  and  something 
should  be  done  to  remedy  this. 

Sir  George  Rosa  said  this  was  so  largo 
a  question  that  he  hesitated  to  discuss 
it.  However,  he  belleyde  he  could  prop- 
erly say  that  there  had  been  a  multitude 
of  appeals  to  the  Privy  Council  which 
never  Should  have  been  made.  Many 
cases  could  not  bo .-rightly  Judged  except 
la  the  .atmosphere  tn  which  the  cases 
arose.  VtfMa  was  the  spirit  underlying 
the  English  Jury  syetenv  One  of  the 
reasons  why  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  (States  had  been  so  successful 
was  that  the  judges  ..came  from  among 
the  people.  They  were  familiar  with  the 
atmosphere  in  whtch  the  litigation  arose. 
In  Canada  it  was  provided  that  judges 
ef».  the  provinceariattat  be  ohosen  f rbm 
among  -tWentemberS  of  the  bar  of  that 
province:1  He  agreed  with  Sir  Richard 
Scott  that  a  bad,  judgment  had  been 
given  in  the  case  of  the  Manitoba  school 

case.  ,''-.".' 

.Sir    Mackenzie    Bo  well   challenged  the 
correctness  of  this  statement. 

Sir  George,  Rosa  maintained  his  posi- 
tion, and  directed  attention  tothe  Aue- 
trallah  plan,  where  appeals  to  the  Privy 
Council  are^only :   rpernrtlttea  with   the 
consent    of    the     Australian      Supreme 
Court    -Iff  there  na«  been  such  a  pro- 
vision   in    Canada,    the    Manitoba    case 
would    never    have'  gone,  to    the    Privy 
Council,    and    Canada   would    have   been 
spared  a  great  deal.  ,  He ;  did  not  favor 
*the  abolition  Of  ail  appeals  to  the  Privy 
Council.     There  was  a  case  where  there 
is' a  diipute  a»  to  whether  escheats  be- 
long* to.  a  Province     or   to   the  Federal 
authorities;  there  was  a  matter  of  cold 
law   Where     a '  Privy     Council    decision 
could   be  properly   given  and   would  be 
unique.     However,   it  should  be  settled 
once  and   for  all   that  in   cases   arising 
over  municipal  bylaws,  there  should  be 
no  appeal  beyond  tho  courts  of  Canada. 
Capable  Judges 
Senator  Scott   had   intimated   that   the 
Privy    Council       was     composed    of    old 
men   who   were  beyond  their  work.     He. 
thought    this    impression    was    not    fair, 
and    should    not    be   allowed    to    go    un- 
challenged.     The    Judicial    committee    of 
the    Privy      Council    was      composed    of 
most    able    and    distinguished    men,    who 
sat    on    the      appeals      tribunal    of    the 
House    of    Lords.      They      were    actively 
engaged  in  judicial  work,  and  were  most 
capable   men. 

Hon.  .  Mr.  Lougheed,  Government 
leader,  said  he  could  hardly  dis- 
cuss the  proposal  without  some  re- 
serve. He  would  say  that  up  to  the 
present  time  the  Privy  Council's  de- 
cisions have  given  as  great  satisfaction 
to  the  people  of  Canada,  as  have  the 
.le.  Islons  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
UViited  States  to  the  people  of  that, 
country.  The  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States  had  been  recently  criti- 
cized. He  thought  all  would  agree  that 
vested  rights  should  receive  that  sanc- 
tion to  which  they  were  entitled.  Legis- 
latures might  be  subject  to  capricious 
action,  and  it  was  desirable  that  not 
only  In  Canada,  but  the  Investing  public 
of  Europe  should  bo  assured  that  vested 
rights  had  been  respected.  Mr.  Loug- 
heed said  it  was  obvious  that,  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Government,  he  could  hardly 
acl  ',n  the  committee,  and  suggested 
that  Sir  Mackenzie  Bowell  be  put  In  his 
place.

Other  Mew  Sections 

Three  other  new  sections  of  vital  In- 
terest to  'those  concerned  in  municipal- 
government  and  the  administration  of 
local  school  affairs  are  drafted  as  fol- 
lows:

proper  municipal  officer  by  the  board, 
notify  the  board  of  its  disapproval;  and 
thereafter  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
council,  not  later  than  thirty  days  after 
tho  receipt  by  the  mayor,  reeve,  clerk, 
or  other  municipal  officer,  as  aforesaid, 
of  the- written  request  of  the  secretary 
Of  the  board  in  that  behalf,  to  submit 
for  the  assent  of  the  municipal  electors 
a  by-law.  or,  if  tho  expenditure  disap- 
proved of  relates  to  more  than  one  class, 
by-laws  authorizing  the  proposed  ex- 
penditure and,  If  necessary,  the  raising 
of  the  moneys  upon  the  credit  of  the 
municipality.

The  attitude  of  the  Liberals  in  the 
House  of  Commons  towards  the  naval 
question  Is  that  of  a  party  waiting  to 
see  what  may  turn  up.

volved  In  the  development  of  British 
Columbia.  Mr.  Fraser  told  the  House 
that  his  constituency  embraces  100,000,- 
000  acres,  that  is  to  say,  it  is  only  a 
little  abort  of  twice. the  area  of  Great 
Britain  and  fully  four  times  aa  large 
as  the  three  Eastern  Maritime  Pro- 
vinces of  Canada  combined!  This  vast 
area  is  almost  all  undeveloped,  and  the 
provision  of  the  necessary  facilities  of 
transportation  and  for  carrying  on  the 
Government  is  a  problem,  the  cost  of 
Which  will  run  into  millions.  A  ques- 
tion naturally  arises  as  to  whether  it 
la- worth  development.

Imagination :  ta  ataggcred  by  the  magni- 
tude of  the  possible  gold  output  On 
one  river  alone  there  are  gold-bearing 
gravels  which  at  a  minimum  estimate 
contain  9100,000,000  worth  of  the 
precious  metal.  How  many  times  this 
must  bo  multiplied  to  cover  the  value 
of  the  gold  in  all  the  Cariboo  gravels, 
that  are  rich  enough  to  warrant  hy- 
drnullcktng,  cannot  be  estimated,  but 
the  grand  total  must  be  enormous.  Its 
existence  shows  that  hydraulic  mining 
Is  likely  %o  become  and  remain  for  an 
almost  indefinite  period  a  very  substan- 
tial industry  In  this  part  of  the  Pro- 
■  vince. 

Mr.  Fraser  spoke  of  an  industry, 
Which  is  not  much  considered  nowa- 
days in  connection  with  British  Colum-  . 
Ma,  although  it  Was  what  tirsk  directed 
the  attention  of  explorers  to  It.  The 
output  of  fjirs  from  this  Province  Is  a 
very  considerable  item,  and  although 
the  industry  is  of  necessity  one  that 
will  not  employ  very  many  people,  and 
to  a  certain  extent  will  disappear  be- 
fore the  progress  of  settlement,,  there 
are  extensive  areas  in  Cariboo  that  will 
always  be  given  over  to  fur-bearing 
itnlmals.  The  ftir  trade  is  passing 
through  a  transition  stage.  A  higher 
standard  of  living  has  led  to  a  greater 
demand  and  higher  prices  for  furs,  and 

■  ■•■  tmr::wtii ".  atiaiulate  trapping.  Tn  this 
connection  mention  may  be  made  of  tho 
fact  that  the  great  success  that  bao 
attended  black-fox  farming  in  Prince 
lOd ward's  Island  has  directed  attention 
to  the  possibility  of  breeding  other  fur- 
bearing  animals.  .We  are  not  suggest- 
ing that  this  has  any  bearing  upon  the 
development  of  Cariboo,  but  It  is  in- 
wresting  in  connection  with.,  mention  of 
the  future   of   trapping. 

The  timber  wealth  of  Cariboo  is  large. 
I'robably  that  part  of  the  Provinc;  will 
ni'ver  do  a  large  export  trade  in  lumber, 
except  to  the  adjoining  Province  of  Al- 
berta. The  produce  of  its  forests  will, 
heeded  to  a  very  large  degree  for 
domestic  consumption.  The  lumbering 
industry  will,  however,  assume  great 
magnitude  and  be  a  source  of 
much   prosperity.

No  one  will  question  the  wisdom  of 
the  Government  in  having  decided  to 
establish  a  censorship  on  the  character 
of  moving  pictures  shown  in  this  Prov- 
ince. The  act  now  before  tho  legisla- 
ture gives  wide  powers  to  the  official, 
or  officials,  who  will  bs  responsible  for 
its  observance.

TlUis  166H* 
very  much  like  advocacy  of  locking  the 
stable  door  after  the  steed  has*  been 
stolen.  The  Socialist  member  for  New- 
castle, if  he  rightly  Interprets  the  policy 
of  his  party,  does  not  believe  that  pre- 
vention is  better  than  cure.  Because 
the  Attorney-General  said  that  .the  Gov- 
ernment intended,  in  all  cases  of  strikes, 
to  see  that  these  were  carried  on  legiti- 
mately, Mr.  Williams  took  exception  to 
such  supervision.

Yet  we 
venture  to  suggest  that  If  Mr.  Williams 
will  consult  his  dictionary,  he  will  find 
that  "legitimate"  means  "according  to 
law.''  and  that  In  Its  very  derivation 
the   word   is  a  synonym    for   "lawful." 

There  was  nothing  In  the  argument 
which  he  advanced  on  the  subject  that 
will  commend  Itself  to  the  law-abiding 
portion  of  the  population  of  the  Pro- 
Hecent  events  have  in  every 
instance  Justified  the  presence  of  con- 
sin  oh  s  in  strike  ron^.o  They  ha\  ■ 
an  end  to  violence  Instituted  by  agita- 
tors, and  they  have,  on  other  oecii«.lon« 
prevented  its  Inception.  A  police  force 
exists,  not  only  to  bring  the  guilty  to 
the  bar  of  Justice,  but  also  to  see  ihnt 
law  and  order  prevail.

Apparently 
the  Inevitable  result  is  the  too  frequent 
reappearance  In  programmes  of  scenes 
purporting  to  portray  domestic  dramas, 
all  more  or  lesa  fashioned  along  similar 
lines.  Films  of  this  kind  too  often  are 
invested  with  a  sordid  sentimentality 
which  must  exercise  a  deleterious  ef- 
fect on  the  intellect.  When  It  is  re- 
membered that  a  considerable  propor- 
tion of  those  who  frequent  moving  pic- 
ture houses  are  young  children,  whose 
receptive  faculty  Is  In  the  most  im- 
pressionable period.  It  can  be  conjec- 
tured how  necessary  It  Is  for  the  ex- 
ercise of  care  In  the  character  of  pic- 
tures which  are  allowed  to  be  So 
shown. 

The  censorship  to  be  exercised  em- 
braces power  to  deal  with  the  claw  of 
films  to  which  we  have,  drawn  atten- 
tion. It  will  not  be  enough  to.ellmlnate 
all  pictures  which  Indicate  or  suggest 
impropriety.  There  is  a  species  of  in- 
sanity which  has  crept  Into  the  moving 
picture  world  that  should  be  promptly 
discouraged  Whatever  in  any  way 
tends  to  debilitate  or  destroy' the  mind 
of  the  public  should  be  forbidden  by.  the 
censor.  These  are  duties  which  those 
in  authority  owe. to  the  -people  they 
govern,  and  we  have  little  doubt  they 
were  the  causa  of  Mr.  Bowser  framing 
the  bill  which  is  now  before  the  legis- 
lature.

The  Presbytery  of  Victoria  met  yes- 
tarclrfy  afternooVi  in  St.  Andrew's  Presby- 
terian Church  for  its  semi -annual  meet- 
ing:. Devotional  exercises  were  conduct- 
ed by  the  acting  moderator,  Rev.  R.  A. 
nnell,  of  St.  Columba's  Church, 
y,  who  was  duly  elected  moderat- 
or for  the  ensuing:  term.  The  reading 
Of  the  minutes  for  the  year  by  the  clerk 
of  Presbytery,  Rev;  Dr.  MoRae,  occupied 
about  an  hour.  Afterwards  the  social 
service  and  evangelism  report  ~  w**-,ffl|K'> 
by  Rev.  W.  ;J.  KM*!,  of  Mount  Tolmle. 

The  church  extension  report  was  given 
by  Rev.  W.  I*  Clay,  and  stated,  among, 
other  thing*,  that  a  lot  had  been  pur- 
chased in  the  north  end  of  the  city,  out 
Douglas  Street  way,  for  the  erection  of 
a  church.  During  the  last  year  the  total 
amount  subscribed  towards  the  church 
extension  work  in  the  city  was  $6477,90. 

The  Presbytery  also  received  a  deputa- 
tion of  ladles  from  the  Home  Missionary 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies,  ask- 
ing its  concurrence  in  their  desire  to 
organize  a  Presbyterivl  society.'  whieh 
should  take  in  all  the  women's  mission- 
ary  societies. — Tlie  requUed  consent  was 
given. 

Appointed  Delegates 

During  the  afternoon  Rev.  W.  L.  Clay 
and  Rev.  T,  Mensles,  of  Comox.  were 
appointed  ministerial  delegates  to  the 
General  Assembly  in  June,  and  Mr.  A-  H. 
Menzies,  Pender  Island,  and  Dr.  O'Brien, 
of  Nanaimo,  wofe  appointed  lay  dele- 
gates. 

The  Ladies*  Aid  of  the  church  served 
supper  at  6  o'clock  with  their  character- 
istic hospitality.  The  moderator  pre- 
sided. During  the  meal.  Rev.  Leslie 
Clay  proposed  the  health  of  Rev.  Dr. 
McRae,  who,  after  serving  twenty-seven 
years  in  Victoria  and  thirty-eight  years 
in  the  ministry,  will  tender  his  resigna- 
tion today.  Rev.  Dr.  Campbell,  Rev. 
Joseph  McCoy  and  Mr.  McKilligan  also 
spoke. 

Dr.  MoRae  made  a  suitable  reply,  ex- 
pressing bis  appreciation  of  the  many 
kind  things  said  about  him.  The  toast 
to  the  ladies,  for  whom  Rev.  Mr.  Clay 
replied,  followed  by  the  Doxology. 
brought  the  meal  to  a  close. 

The  evening  session  was  'full  of  Inter- 
est. Permission  was  granted  to  Knox 
Church  to  purchase  a  site  near  its  pres- 
ent location,  corner  of  Gladstone  and 
Stanley  Avenues,  for  the  building  of  a 
jsew  ehurch.  and  operations  will  accord- 
ingly  bo  proceeded  with  forthwith,

The  report  of  the  Sabbath  schools 
committee  was  read  by  its  convenor, 
Rev.  Joseph  McCoy,  and  excited  con- 
siderable discussion.  Mr.  McCoy  stated 
that  thirty  schools  had'  reported,  a* 
against  seventeen  last  year.  The  total 
number  of  officers  and  teachers  was 
182,  number  of  scholars  enrolled,  1753: 
mombers  of  Bible  classes,  111;  total 
average  attendance,  1351;  cradle  roll, 
263,  and  amount  raised  for  Sunday 
school  expenses  $1655. 

In  connection  with  this  report.  Rev. 
Mr.  McCoy  drew  the  attention  of  Pres- 
bytery to  two  polnts-^-that  there  was 
no  home  department  in  connection  With 
the  Sunday  schools  throughout  the  Pres- 
bytery, and  to  the  srnallness  of  the  num- 
ber given  of  scholars  who.-  memorized 
the  Scriptures,  or  other  lessons.:  He 
pointed  out  that  in  after  years  the  part 
of  their  Instruction  which  would  "stick" 
would  be  that  which  the  children  had 
memorized.  He  recommended,  that  at 
the  opening  exercises  of  the  Sabbath 
school,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  «  \  b 
month,  the  first  seventeen  verses  of 
the  twentieth  chapter  of  Exodus,  con- 
taining the  Decalogue,  should  be  read. 
In  this  connection,  he  pointed, out  what 
a  few  people  there  were  who  really 
knew  the  Commandments  when  It  came 
down  to  a  fine  point. 

Rev.  Mr.  J.  Carruthera,  of  Alberni, 
much  regretted  that  the  children  did 
so  little  memorizing,  saying  that,  al- 
though it  sounded  bad  in  the  Sabbath 
school  report,  it  would  sound  a  great 
deal  worse  when  sent  up  to  the  General 
Assembly.

Mr.  D.  Stewart,  of  8t.  Paul's  congre- 
gation, wanted  to  know  why  such  a 
few  young  people  Joined  the  communion 
roll  after  passing  through  the  Sabbath 
schools,  and  seemed  inclined  to  blame 
the  superintendents.

He  stated  that  this 
work  was  Inaugurated  in  Vancouver 
Island  twenty-two  years  ago  '  by  the 
Presbytery  of  Columbia  which  in  1892 
had. been  divided  ItttO  three  presbyteries, 
constituting  the  Synod  of  Wfttish  Co- 
lumbia. At  the  Chinese  Mission  In  Vic- 
toria they,  had  an' average  attendance 
of  100,  and  also  a  day  school  for  chil- 
dren,. The  mission  at  Cumberland  had 
been  somewhat  hurt  by  the  long  strike, 
among  the  miners,  but  the  work  was 
doing  well.  Referring  to  the  Indian 
work  he  pointed  out  that  at  the  end  of 
the  year  by  order  of  the  General  As- 
sembly this  branch  of  work  would  be 
transferred  from  the  Foreign  Missions 
Committee  to  the  Htomi  Missions  Com- 
mittee. There  were  thirty-six  pupils  at 
the  Ahousat  boarding  school  and  there 
had  ibeen   con-  improvement     in 

morals  in   the  reserve,  which  Included  a 
better    observance    of    the    Sabbath. 
Potlatch    Is    Hindrance 
The    potlatch    continued,    however,    to 
a  great  hindrance  to  the  work.     At 
the   day  school   at   Uculet   there   was   an 

rage    attendance    of    seventeen,      and 

there  were  fifty  pupils  at  the  school  in 
Alberni  which  was  the  oldest  Presby- 
terian school  for  Indians  In  British  Co- 
lumbia. He  recommended  that  a  new

New  Definition  of  Certificate  of 
Indefeasible  Title — Stricter 
Law  Relating  to  Subdivided 
Areas. 


MATTERS  OF  MOMENT 
IN  WOMEN'S  REALM 


A  now  definition  of  the  effect  of  in- 
defeauible  title  is  contained  In  the  bill 
to  amend  the  Land  Registry  Act  which 
Is  now  obtaining  consideration  by  the 
Provincial  Legislature.  This  definition 
Is  provided  in  a  substitution,  for  the 
first  six  lines  of  the  existent  law,  of 
the  follow lng;-~-"--— «~.i  i .- ■■>■  »— ,».i..».i-»..^ 

"Every  certificate  of  Indefeasible  title 
Issued  under  this  Act  shall,  so  long  as 
same  remains  in  force  and  uncancelled, 
be  conclusive  evidence  at  law  and  in 
equity,  as  against  His  Majesty  and  all 
persons  whomsoever,  that  the  person 
named  in  such  certificate  is  seised  of 
an  estate  in  fee  simple  in  the » land 
herein  described  against  the  whole 
world,"   etc. 

(s  an  addition  to  the  old  section  deal- 
ing with  the  registration  of  agreements 
for  sale,   it  is  provided  that; 

"No  Instrument  purporting  to  create 
a  change  under  a  sub-agreement  shall 
be  registered  unless  the  person  who  is 
entitled  to  be  registered  for '  the  first 
right  to  purchase,  and  also  all  interme- 
diate agreements  and  assignments,  are 
first  registered."

:  Cold  storage  plants  and  canning  fac- 
tories contribute 'fa  % fta .^fMMfty^OC  «<up- 
ples  of  foods  and  to  Its  wbolesomeness. 
If,  as  has  been  shown  to  be  the  case 
in  somfr  centres,' 'meat  and  other  porlsh- 
able  products  are  kept  so  long  In  cold 
storage  that  they  deteriorate  in  quality; 
not  only  are  prices  raised,  but  the  very 
object'  for  which .  these  plants  were  de- 
signed to  fill  is  defeated. 

We  allow  ourselves  and '  our  children 
to  develop  a  fancifulness  which  <  gives 
employment  to  those  who  make  and  in- 
vent breakfast.;  and  other  foods  less 
wholesome  but  more  attractive  and 
much  more  expensive  than  the  plain  ce- 
reals which  were  served  up  in  the  days 
of  our  own  childhood. 

The  Increased  cost  of  milk  due  to 
scarcity  of  pasturage  near  the  cities  is, 
perhaps,  art  inevitable  feature  of  our 
civilization,   but  it  is  one  that  not  only 


renders  the  cosf  of  living  greater,  but 
threatens  to  deprive  the  children  of  to- 
day of  the  nourishment  they  require. 
Injury  by  Pood 
We  are  very  ready  to  condemn  people 
for  excessive' drinking.  The  evil  results 
of  this  are  so  apparent  that  no  argu- 
ment is  needed  by  the  advocate  of  tem- 
perance against  the  use  of  alcoholic  and 
other  stimulating  drinks.  As  a  rule,  no 
one  is' more  ready  to  admit  their  evil 
effects  than  the  victim  of  a  depraved 
appetite.      • 

We. are  by  no  means  so  ready  to  ac- 
knowledge that  there  lb  a  very  wide- 
spread habit  of  eating  In  temperately. 
There  are  thousands  of  people  who  never 
know  the  sensation  of  hunger  which  is 
Nature's  sign  that  the  tissues  need  more 
nourishment..  We  see  around  us  every 
day  not  only  men  but  women  who  show 
that  they  are  eating  more  than  is  good 

for  them.  •  _ .,_,„.._..... 

A  French  doctor  has  lately  been  writ- 
ing on  this  subject.  He  tells  us  that 
overeating  Is  causing  disease  and  early 
death.  The  following  paragraphs  are 
taken  from  a  translation  of  Dr.  Deboye's 
contribution  to  the  French  Scientific 
Review.  It  Is  worth  while  giving  some 
attention  to  them.  It  is  well  to  be  on 
our  guard  against  a  habit  into  which  it 
'Is  very  easy  to  fill.  It  is  well  to  re- 
member, however,  that  doctors  differ 
and  that  there  Is  a  danger  of  eating 
too  little  as  well  as  too  much.  Dr.  be- 
hove aayi:_.' 

"In  the  cAse  of  medicaments,  there  1* 
a  medicinal  dose  and  a  toxic  dose;  like- 
wise, with  foods,  there  is  an  alimentary 
dose  and  a  toxic .  dose.  Accidental  over- 
eating shows  Itself  In  acute  symptoms 
.,  4  constituting  a  curative  effort  of 
the  organism  to  repair  the  imprudence 
that  has  been  committed. 

"Just  as  there  are  persons  who  re- 
gard themselves  as  models  of  sobriety 
because  they  have  never  been  drunk, 
and  who  nevertheless  may  enter  upon  a 
State  of  chronic  alcoholism,  there  arc 
also  subjects  who  suppose  that  they 
have  never  had  indigestion.  They  nev- 
ertheless exceed  their  normal  ration 
daily;  .their  blood  Is  constantly  charged 
with  principles  that  their  organs  are, 
unable  to  transform  and  eliminate  with- 
out over  work.,  This  overeating,  kept 
up  for  years,  leads  to  chronic  poisoning; 
it  ends  in  obesity,  gout,  enlargement  of 
the  joints,  etc.  ,, 

"•Overeating  is  .especially  injurious 
for  subjects  who  take  little  exercise, 
whose  physical  labor  is  altogether  dis- 
proportionate to  the  quantity  of  fuel 
they  use  for  their  engine.  Thus  mala- 
dies due  to  habitual  overeating  are  rare- 
ly observed  in  the  working  clasp,  while 
they  are  frequent  in  the.  leisure  class." 
With  this  exception  and  that  at  the 
increased  cost  of  meat,  there  can  be  but 
very  little  doubt  that  If  we  were  con- 
tent to  live  as  plainly  as  Canadian  pio- 
neers were  forced  to  do,  our  living  ex- 
penses would  be  far  less  while  We 
would   be   more   healthy   and   happier. 

Speaking  to  some  Portland  women  re- 
cently, C.  A.  Malboeuf,  secretary  of  the 
Northwestern  Fruit  Kxchange,  made 
some  remarks  worthy  of  the  considera- 
tion of  women  in  all  cities. 

"We  live  for  convenience  today  and 
the  dollars  take  care  of  themselves. 
We  pay  more  for  frills  than  for  solids. 
and  need  a  change  of  air  every  se;l 
to  get  our  system  in  order.  AVc  havo 
lost  the  art  of  measuring  comparative 
food  values  and  eat  with  our  1 
without  regard  ti)  the  heed  and  need  of 
our  stomachs.  We  demand  luxuries  and 
call  them  staples.  We  have  grown 
ashamed  of  plain  living  and  term  the 
present  habits  necessary.  'A  3  know  our 
grocer's  telephone  number  and  don't 
know  his  face.'  We  have  graduated  in 
the  science  of  ordering  and  forgotten 
the  a    is  C  of  buying.

In  addition  to  lawyers  engaged  In 
search  of  titles  It  Is  provided,  that  mu- 
nicipal officers  shall  have  access  to  land 
registry  offices  and  be  permitted  to 
make  search  of  title  without  fee;  and 
an  Important  alteration  of  Section  44 
Is  provided  for  In  these  terms; 

"Section  44  of  said  chapter  137  la 
hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
words  '(to  the  Province)'  and  Inserting 
the  words  '(residing  In  the  Province 
and  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one 
years)'   In   lieu    thereof."

A  section  dealing  with  permanent 
monuments  of  block  outlines  Is  provided 
for  in  the  addition  of  the  following 
proviso  to  sub-section  1  of  Section  90: 

"Provided,  however,  that  upon  the  re- 
quest of  the  owner  the  Registrar  may, 
subject  to  such  conditions  as  he  may 
think  proper  to  Impose,  allow  a  sub- 
division to  be  made,  and  evidenced  in 
the  following  manner:  Instead  of  re- 
quiring a  post  or  monument  at  each 
angle  of  each  subdivision,  there-  shall

A  new  section,  to  become  94  of  the 
Ac  t  as  amended,   provides  -that:         f 

"If  any  person  or  corporation  shall 
sell  or  convey  or  agree  to  sell  or  con- 
vey, any  lots  or  parcels  of  land  by  num- 
ber or  letter  according  to  any  plan  or 
subdivision  of  any  property  before  such 
plan  has  been  deposited  according^  to 
law,  the  purchaser  of  any  such  lot  jor 
parcel  of  land,  without  r.nowledge  jf 
the  non-deposft  of  the  plan  or  of  the 
necessity  for  same,  or  any  person 
claiming  under  him,  may  at  his  option, 
on  acquiring  such  knowledge,  rescind 
the  contract  of  purchase  and  recover 
back  any  money  paid  thereunder  with 
lawful  interest  and  any  taxes  or  other 
expenses  Incurred  by  him  in  conse- 
quence of  such  purchase;  and  he  shall 
in  such  case  have  a  lien  on  such  lot  or 
parcel  for  all  such  moneys  as  against 
the  vendor's  Interest  in  the  said  lot  or 
parcel,  but  the  vendor  shall  neverthe- 
less be  bound  by  any  such  contract, 
deed,  or  conveyance  if  the  purchaser 
does  not  rescind  the  same."

The  whole  question  of  the  distribu- 
tion of  overhead  wires  of  the  British 
Columbia  Klectric  Company  In  the  down- 
town section,  with  special  reference  to 
the  lines  used  at  present  in  distribut- 
ing: power  to  the  outside  sections,  will 
soon  be  considered  at  a  meeting  of  the 
electric  light  committee  of  the  Coun- 
cil with  representatives  of  the  com- 
pany, as  a  start  will  soon  be  made  by 
the  British  Columbia  Telephone  Com- 
pany on  the  work  of  removing  its  over- 
head wires  on  Government  Street  Later 
on  those  other  streets  in  the  section 
covered  by  the  by-law  passed  two  years 
ago  by  the  ratepayers  to  authorise  the 
loan  to  the  company  of  $100,000  in  re- 
turn for  which  the  company  agreed  to 
place  its  wires  underground^  will  be 
taken  down. 

The  telephone  company  will  commence 
In  April  removing  the  poles  on  the  east 
side  of  Government  Street,  the  neces- 
sary conduits  for  carrying  the  wires  un- 
derground having  been  laid  on  that 
thoroughfare  for  a  considerable  time  and 
the  wires  strung  therein.  Right  of  way 
for  the  lateral  feeders  to  the  blocks 
along  that  side  of  the  street  have  been 
secured  and  thus  connection  with  users 
of  telephones  can  be  made  from  these 
laterals,  which  will  run  to  the  centre  of 
the  respective  blocks,  but  In  a  number 
of  Instances  right  of  entry  has  not  yet 
been  obtained  on  the  other  streets. 

City,  Must   Oct   Effr e I >  >  ' 

The  telephone  company  undertook  to 
interview  the  owners,   but  it  was  not 
obliged  to  do  so.     The  city  stipulated., 
where  entry  could  not  be  secured,  to  ex- 
propriate for  that  purpose,  power  to  do 
SO  having  been  obtained  after  the  agree- 
ment with  the  company  was  matte.    But 
expropriation  Invariably  means  compen- 
sation, and  the  city  for  the  past  several 
months  has  not  been   in  a  position  to 
undertake   such   a   proposition,   particu- 
larly   in    view    of    the    large   number   of 
expropriations  made  for  street  purposes. 
But  <4>yeti  With    the   removal     of    the 
poles   of   the  telephone  company   from 
the  streets  the  object  aimed  at  by  the 
by-law  win  not  have  been  accomplished 
unless  the  poles   bearing   the   lines  of 
the  B.   a  'Electric   Company   are  also 
done  away  with.     While  provision    foV 
those  wires  for  the  downtown  section 
might  be  made  the  company  at  present 
Is  also  using  poles  for  carrying  Its  feed 
lines  to  the  outlying  residential  sections, 
it  is  the  intention   of  the  company    to 
establish  a  power  station  on  Richmond 
Road     about     opposite     the     northerly 
boundary  of  the  Royal  Jubilee  Hospital 
property    and    power    for    that      section 
will  be  delivered  by  means  of  a  trans- 
ihissibB  line    running  direct     from   the 
Store  Street  power  station  to  the  Rich-' 
mond  Road  station,  thus  permitting  of 
the  distribution  from  the  latter  station. 
This  will  permit  of  the  cutting  out  of 
a  large  number  of  feed  wires  which  at 
present    are   carried    from      the     Store 
Street  station  to  the  centre  of  the  down- 
town  section    and      out      thoroughfares 
leading  to   the   easterly   section   of   the 
city.     The  distribution  system  from-  the 
Richmond  Road  station  could  be  so"  ar- 
ranged as  to  feed  back  as  far  as  Cook 
Street.     If  this  were  done  the  situation 
In    the   centre   of   the   city,  as    regards 
overhead    wires    would    be    greatly    re- 
lieved. 

An  Important  Question. 

It  is  this  phase,  among  others,  of  the 
matter  which  the  Council  committee 
will  seek  to  take  up  with  the  B.  C. 
LOleqtric  Company  when  the  whole  ques- 
tion of  the  overhead  wires  in  the  down- 
town section  is  discussed  at  the  forth- 
coming  meeting. 

The  city  Is  at  present  using  the  tele- 
phone company's  poles  for  its  overhead 
wires  for  electric  lighting  and  flre  and 
police  alarm  systems  but  City  Klectrio 
lan  Hutchinson  has  long  prepared  for 
the  time  when  these  wires  will  be  placed 
underground  and  the  present  arc  street 
lighting  system  In  the  downtown  sec- 
tion dispensed  with.  This  could  be  done 
now  as  the  cluster  lighting  system  Is 
in  full  operation  but  until  the  telephone 
company  makes  a  move  It  is  needless 
for  the  city  to  take  any  action.  The; 
re-arrangement  of  the  circuits  for  the 
arc  lights  for  the  outside  sections  has 
been  made  and  the  whole  scheme,  so 
far  as  the  city  is  concerned,  is  planned 
and   ready   to  be  brought  into  operation.

-  Wlwm  the  Hudson's  Bi*$r  Company 
opened  their  doors  yesterday  morning 
for  the  sale,  some  forty  or  fifty  people 
were  waiting  for  admission,  Including 
the  patient  watchers  who  had  camped 
on  the  pavement  outside  through  the 
previous  night.  These  all  wore  labels 
stating  '  that  by  mutual  arrangement  any- 
one who  left  bis  •  station  forfeited 
his  right  to  his  place.  On  entering  the 
Hudson's  Bay  Office,  each  was  supplied 
by  the  officials  of  the  company  with 
a  paper  medallion  bearing  the  number, 
of  his  plaoe,  and  altogether  about 
thirty-five  sat  or  stood  about  the  room 
when  the  proceedings  began.  The  sale 
of  lots  was  purely  formal,  and  con- 
sisted, of  the  placing  of  a  deposit  on 
each  lot.  It  was  evident  that  several 
persons  were  after  the  same  properties, 


for,  as  the  sale  went  on,  some  who  n»d 
obtained  places  left,  and  did  not  answer 
to    their  numbers   when   called. 

By  mid-day,  twenty-nine  lots  had  been 
sold  out  of  flfty-alght  offered.  The 
conditions  of  sale  prohibited  the  pur- 
chase of  more  than  two  lots  by  one 
individual,  and  contained  a  building  re- 
striction of  $>6O0.:  with  a  proviso  that 
only  dwelling  houses  may  be  erected, 
or  the  necessary' outbuildings  in  con- 
nection with  a  dwelling.

"The,  expenditure  on  survey*  Ha 
also  supported.  *nd, advocated  the  sur- 
vey of  all  the  lands  in  tin-  Province  so 
that  the  settler  would  .  have  all  acces- 
sible knowledge  of  lands  suitable  for 
settlement; 

■■  Chine.e  Head  Tax 
He  suggested  that  the  proper  disposi- 
tion of  the  revenue  received  aa  the 
Province's  one-half  of  the  Chinese  Head 
Tax  was  in  the  bringing  to  British  Co- 
lumbia of  our  own  kin  to  replace  the 
Chinamen.  He  waa*  lv.  favor  of  the.  aid- 
ing of  the  transportation  of  settlers, 
fafem  labor  and  domestic  'help  from  the 
Old  Land  to  this  Province,  where  thiv 
newcomers  were  wanted.  Another  sug- 
gestion olWrad  wa«  that  the  Depart- 
ments of  Works  and  Agriculture  should 
co-operate  where  land-clearlnK  of  town- 
sites  had  to  be  carried  on,  to  the  end 
that  while  the  necessary  clearing  was 
in  progress  experiments  might  be  made 
with  various  plans  and  differing  typen 
of  machinery,  and  estimates  made  as  to 
cost,  all  of  which  would  be  of  inestim- 
able   benefit    to    the   farmers.  -'MMM, 

He  congratulated  the  Government  on 
all  It  had  done  for  the  farmer,  and  as- 
sured It  of  the  support  of  the  House 
and  the  country  in  anything  furt'ier 
that  It  might  do  for  the  encouragement 
of  agriculture.  All  this,  he  said,  -would 
add  to  the  stability  of  the  credit  of  fie 
Provinco,  Just  as  the  tilling  of  a  piece 
of  land  instead  of  taking  away  assets 
was  an  addition  to  the  assets  of  the 
country.  There  was,  perhaps,  no  bet- 
ter way  in  which  the  farmer  could  be 
helped  to  help  himself  through  the  In- 
crease of  co-operation,  and  the  change* 
made  in  the  Agricultural  Associations 
Act  this  session  were  on  that  at  count 
much  to  the  credit  of  the  Department. 
The  larger  loans  which  could  n  nv  be 
obtained  would  show  roinnrkablu  re- 
sults Inside  the  first  twenle-month. 
Value    of    Oo-oporatlon 

As  an  oxnniplf>  of  what  may  he 
effected  along  these  lines,  he  quoted  t ho 
oxporlonce  of  the  Cowichan  Association. 
Since  It  took  hold  of  the  matter  of  egg 
selling  three  years  ago  there  had  been 
an  enormous  Increase  in  the  production 
and   the  marketing  of   that  one  product 


of  natural  resource  to  De  roun.t  in 
Province.  In  regard  to  the  fur  indus- 
try, that  which  first  drew  white  man  to 
British  Columbia,  he  considered  that  in 
view  of  Its  flourishing  condition  and  the 
rising  prices  TnTlhe  market  the  «3.>vi 
ernment  should  derive  more  revenue 
from  that  source.  He  urged  the  statistics 
be  collected  of  the  fur  production  of  the 
Province. 

Stoox-BalBing-  Industry     . 

Stock-raising  was  another  industry 
which  he  looked  to  see  become  more  and 
mora  a  source  of.  profit,  and  he  pointed 
out  that  in  the  recent  excellent  .report 
of  the  Minister  of  Lands  it  was  shown 
that  in  the  Cariboo  alone  there  are' 
one  million  acres  of  pastoral  land  suit- 
able for  the  raising  of  ail  kinds  of  food 
and  working  animals.  Of  the  immense 
timber  resources  of  the  district  mora 
than  one-half  were  still  In  the  posses- 
sion of  the.  Crown,  and  practically  none 
had  yet  been  cut  In  mining,  the  dis- 
trict was  still  producing  placer  gold 
as  it  had  been  doing  for  the  hut  -fifty 
years.  While  they  were  possibly  not 
as  rich  as  ,ln  the  early  sixties  the 
placer  mines  were  by  no  means  worked 
out.  Then  three  ounces  of  gold  to  the 
"set"  was  expected,  but  nowadays  a 
return  of  ten  cents  to  the  yard,  or  the 
Vmi$^'  ^profitable.  ■ !  On.,  'the  -  '<fijslv 
nel  alone  '  there ;  ;■  were  three :  thousand 
million  yards  of  gravel  which  would

"And  now,  Mr.  Speaker,"  the  memoer 
for  Cariboo  continued,  "1  should  Ilka  to 
touch  upon  another  part  of  the  historic 
old  district  of  Cariboo.     I  refer  to  the 
truly  grand  country  surrounding  Fraser 
Laka  and  Stuart  Lake.  In  one  sense  this 
is  the  oldest  part  of  this  great  constit- 
uency—in another  sense  it  Is  the  new- 
est    It  was  the  first  part  of  "the  Main- 
land to  be  settled  and  it  is  the  last  to 
ef  tha  nineteenth  century   the  intrepid 
advance   guard   of   that   wonderful     or- 
ganization  known    In   history     Ab     the 
Northwest   Company,     established     the 
first    rude   posts   over   built   In    the.  In- 
terior to  the  west  of  the  Rocky  Moun- 
tains.     Here     the     redoubtable      Simon 
Fraser — in    the    years      1805,    1806    and 
1807 — laid  the  foundations  of  Fort   Me- 
Leod   on   McLeod    Lake,    Fort   St.    James 
on  Stuart  Lake,  Fort  Fraser  on  Fraser 
Lake  and   Fort  George  at   the  mouth   of 
the    Nechaco    Klver.      All    these    places 
have  existed  from  that  day  to  this,  and 
about  all  of  them  cluster  historic  mem- 
ories.     Here    In    this,    as    it    was    then. 
Isolated   district,   from   time  immemorial 
the  home  of   the  Carrier   Nation   of   the 
Western    Dene    stock,    the    British    flag 
was    flung    to    the    breeze    for    the    llrM 
time  In  the 'vast  territory  lying"  between 
the  Rocky   Mountains   and   the  Coast   or 
Cascade    Kanfre.      For    many    years    the 
fur-trader  held    undisputed   sway   In    th) 
dlKtrlct.     As   he  plied    up  and   down   uie 
Fraser    River,    the    great    fluvial    artery 
of    the    northern        Interior,      he      little 
dreamed  as  he  passed   the  mouth  of  the 
Quesnel     River     (so    named    by       Simon 
Fraser    more    than    a   century   ago)    that 
within    seventy    miles    Nature    had    hid- 
den   fabulous    treasures    which    In    after 
years     were     to     l>e     brought     to    light     b) 

the  unexampled  heroism  and  astounding 
energy  of  the  pioneer  miners  of  1859, 
1860   and    1861. 

Discovery  of  Gold. 
"First  of  all  It  was  Ihe  fur  trade 
that  brought  men  to  Cariboo,  and  for 
half  a  century  the  trader  followed  his 
avocation  without  interference  from  the 
outside.  Then  came  the  disrovery  of 
gold  and  a  new  era  dawned  tor  this 
greal  western  country  because  of  that 
discovery  which  lured  men  from  all 
parts  of  the  world   to  this   farthest  verge 

of  the  Empire  and  made  tin-  establish- 
ment of  the  Crown  Colony  of  British 
Columbia    both    a    political     possibility 

and  B  political  tWOASSlty,  This  discov- 
ery and  its  subsequent  exploitation  la'. I 
the  foundations  of  our  body  polltii  on.' 
paved  the  way  for  ('onfedera  t  Ion  and 
the  unification  of  the  F.ritlsh  North 
\noiloan  possessions  in  the  great  I  >o 
minion    of    Canada. 

"So,       Mr.       Speaker.       on        historical 

grounds  as  well  as  because  of  its  vast 

natural  resources,  Its  magnificent  •  I 
mate  and  Its  manifold  attractions  for 
the  sportsman  and  the  home-lmilder,  i 
can  say  without  fear  of  contradiction 
that  tha  Old  r«rlboo  and  the  New  Car- 
iboo deserve  well  at  our  bands.  No  one 
would  lie  so  churlish  as  to  refuse  to 
recoKnlze  the  fact  that  the  district  .f 
Carlbttts  r.-as  »n  all-important  factor  In 
the  upbuilding  of  our  country.  I  am 
proud  to  represent  in  this  Parliament 
that  magnificent  district,  the  pioneers 
of  which  have  done  so  much  toward 
making  our  history  what  It  Is — a  record 


and  horses.  Why,  sir,  even  as  the  news 
of  the  discovery  of  gold  In  the  Ques- 
nel River,  on  Antler  Creek,  on  Keithley 
Creek,  on  Grouse  Creek,  on  Williams 
Creek,  hustled  across  the  continent — 
even  as  this  startling  rumor  was  wafted 
over. the  ocean  to  all  men  in  all  lands — 
sturdy  pioneers  .turned  to  the  sail  of 
Cariboo,  and  tha  farms  then  established 
gave  bountiful  returns  to  their  fortu- 
nate owners,  and  today  they  are  still 
yielding  handsome  profits.  All  along  the 
Yale-Cariboo  road  of  historic  memory, 
and  in  many  other  places  which  I  am 
sorry  to  say  are  not  as  well  known 
In  the  cities  of.  the  Province  as  they 
should  be,  are  splendid  farms  and 
ranches.  I  should  like  to  say  in  this 
connection  that  no  other  district  in  the 
Province  Off  era  the  agriculturist  and 
the  stockman  a  better,  field  for  their  in- 
dustry than  does  Ola .  Cariboo.  When 
f,  call  to  mind  the  fertile  lands  awaiting 
development  and  when  I  remember  What 
.has  already  been  accomplished  in  spite 
of  the- lack  of  transportation  facilities' 
and.  lines  of  communication,  when  I  re- 
call all  that  has  been  accomplished  by 
bur  sturdy  pioneers  In  the  face  of  great 
obstacles,  I  cannot  but  wax  enthusiastic 
concerning  the  future  of  agriculture  in 
that  section  of  British  Columbia. . 
Tried  and  Proved 

"We  hear  a  great  deal  these  days  of 
UlO  iptuiidlQ  i#piirrif  n  nf  the  Okanagan, 
of  the ;  veiiarW  tea  Lower  Fraser,  of 
the  benches  of  tho  Skeena  River,  of  the 
great  and  rich  territory  which  Is  trlbu- 
tutf --:-#- .the --fine  city  of  Kamloops.  of 
Cowichan,.  where  the  ^Honorable  the. 
Deputy  Speaker!,  like  Clnclnnatus  of  oW« 
tills  the  sdil  and  so  finds  r«Bt  and  rev 
Iaxatlon  from  political  cares  and  trou- 
ble*; of  SaanJch,  of  which  I  need  not 
speak,  sir,  for,you  know  well  that  beauti- 
ful district,  famed  for  Its  wonderful 
crops  of  cereals,  fruits  and  subdivision 
pegs;  of  the  agricultural  glory  of  Co- 
mox;  and  good  even  cometh  out  of 
Nazareth,  for"have  we  not  but  recently 
had  ocular  demonstration  of  the  fact 
that  Ymlr  can  grow  magnificent  apples.

Justice  Murphy  In  Supreme  Court 
imbera  and  immediately  took  charge 
of  the  civic  administration  by  hanging 
his  hat  behind  the  door  of  the  mayoral 
office  and  rocelving  many  of  his  sup- 
porters who  , gPMiantad .  Cfcaplaelves  and 
extended  congratulations. 

The  recount  of  the  ballots  cast  at 
Tuesday's  election  was  made  yesterday 
morning  by  Returning  Officer  North' 
cott,  and  resulted  in  but  very  little 
chance  In  the  count,  four  votes  going 
to  Mr.  Morley  and  two  to  Mr.  Beck- 
with.  The  majority  for  Mr.,  Morley  was 
Increased  by  two,  making  it  113,  the 
final  returns  being:  Mayor  Morley  2699 
and  Mr.  Bcckwlth  2487,  with  nineteen 
spoiled  ballots.  The  care  taken  by  ths 
deputies  In  keeping  track  of  the  bal- 
lots Is  Indicated  by  the  fact  that  the 
ballots  cast  tallied  exactly  with  the 
stubbs.

Sir  Kichard  explained  that  the  tour  of

Two  voters  marked 
for  Mr.  Beckwith  in  the  regular  way, 
but  spoiled  their  vote  by  writing  that 
candidate's  name  after  the  mark.     Two 
ballots  had  the  word  "Socialist"  written 
/  across  the  face  and  two  were  markad 
for     both     candidates.       The     official 
count  acording  to  booths  was:

The  vote  cast  on  Tuesday  aggregat- 
ed sixty-five  per  cent  of  the  total  num- 
ber- of  electors  entitled  to  vote.  The 
previous  highest,  percentage  was  sixty- 
one  per  cent  at  the  three-cornered  elec- 
tipn  in  which  Mr.  Morley,  Mr.  J.. A. 
Turner  and  Mr.  W.  E.  Oliver  were  can- 
didates in  JWIO.  For  the  first  time  in 
many  civic  elections  recourse  Was  had( 
b^r  a4*rttB;''for  Mr.  Morley  to  an  ex- 
tended swearing  of  voters^  forty  elec- 
tors-being  forced  to  make  the  custo- 
mary declaration  before  being  permit- 
ted to  vote.  V 
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course*— one  part  of  old  Cariboo,  the  area 
to  which  I  referred  a  few  moments  ago 
— that  about  Fraser  and  Stuart  Lakes— 
was  known  among  the  pioneer  fur  trad- 
ers for  its  excellent  gardens,  and  even 
grain  was  grown  to  success  in  that 
locality.  Idttle  as  It  IS  known,  Mr. 
Speaker,  Cariboo  is  the  tlme^honored 
father  of  the  agricultural  districts  of 
British  Columbia. .  Long,  long;  before 
the  Crown  Colony  Joined  hands  with  tho 
Dominion  of  Canada— long,  long,  before 
even  this  land  became  a  Crown  'Colony 
—farming  operations  wefe  carried  on  in 
New  Caledonia,  the  historic  domain  of 
the  Northwest  and  Hudson's  Bay  Com- 
lies.  Long  ago,  in  the  earliest  days 
Of  the  fur  trading  era,  there  were  fields 
and  gardens  at  Fort  St.  James  and  Fort 
Fraser,  and,  sir,  let  me  add^that  the  ob- 
servations of  our  pioneer  farmer — the 
first  man,  so  far  as  our  records  show, 
to  .cultivate  any  portion  of  the  territory 
now  embraced  in  the  Mainland  of  the 
Province — the  observations  of  this  for- 
gotten worthy  who  helped  to  lay  the 
foundations  of  this  great  social  fabric 
go  to  prove  my.  own  contention  that  the 
soil  of  the  oldest  part  of  newest  Cariboo 
is  as  fertile  as  any  to  be  found  within 
our  bounds. 

Early    rarming    Operations 
•'The  other  day  I  happened  to  be  look- 
ing over  a  very     old     and     exceedingly 
valuable  historical  document,     and,     in 
I  timing    its    pages,    I    came    across    an 
authentic  record  of  these  early  farming 
operations.

Colony  r&rm   ... 

,On  the  conclusion  of  the  debate,  Sup- 
ply passed  and  the  House  wont  Into 
Committee  of  Supply.

At  the 
request  of  breeders,  some  of  -the  stock 
had.  been  sold,  and  some  had  been  sent 
to  agricultural  shows.  The  Department 
was  *ot  running  an  agricultural  farm, 
but  a  colony  farm  in  connection  with  the 
mental  hospital  at  CoqulHam  along 
modern  lines.  Many  compliments  have 
been  paid  in  regard  to  the  conduct  of 
the  institution,  and  the  Provincial  Sec- 
retary of  Ontario  had  adopted  British 
Columbia's  methods  in  the  ten  similar 
institutions  which  that  Government  had. 
This  farm  would  be  a  valuable'  adjunct 
to  the'  Faculty  of  Agriculture  at  the 
University,  and  the  Department  was  in 
a  position  today  on  the  appointment  of 
the  faculty  to  proceed  with  a  full  agri- 
cultural college  course.  From  the  point 
of  vle#  of  supplying  the  needs  of  the 
hospital,  he  need  only  say  that  where 
last  year  nearly  8.3,000  had  been  paid 
for  milk,  this  year  not  a  cent  would 
have  to  be  spentt  and  they  were  making 
phe-third  of  the  butter  needed.  The 
maintenance  .charge  was  48%  cents  per 
patient,  the  lowest  oh  the  continent,  and 
this  result  had-  been  obtained  by  the 
establishment  of  the  farm  and'  the  pUr* 
chase  of  the  stock  of  which  the  Opposi- 
tion complained.  The  Coquitlam  Hos- 
pital was  so  far  a  great  success,  and  If 
the  Government  could  make  It  self-sup- 
porting, they  were  ready  and  willing  to 
stand  any  amount  of  criticism. 

Mr.  Williams  Intimated  that  he  had 
heard  that  the  patients  were  not  well 
fed.  and  Mr.  Place  added  that  he  had 
letters  to  the  same  effect  and  also  to 
the  effect  that  the  patients  were  not 
well  looked  after. 

Hon.  Dr.  Young  declared  that  there 
was  not  an  institution  In  Canada  that 
feeds  Its  patients  better,  and  the  treat- 
ment of  the  people  who  had  to  enter  It 
was  all  that  could  be  desired.  The  mem- 
bers of  the  Opposition  had  a  right  to 
yisit  the  Institution  at  any  time,  but 
they  had  not  seen  fit  to  avail  them- 
selves of  this.  If  they  wanted  to  in- 
vestigate conditions,  he  would  r^p  that 
they  had  ever  fo<  Uty  afforded  them. 
Charge*  Hsit  Be  Tangible 
Premier  explained  that  in  I8BS

Mr.  Bowser  went  on  to  say  that  all 
the  trouble  both  on  railway  construc- 
tion "and  in  the  mines  had  been  caused 
by  labor  agitators.  -  'The  department- 
had  not  attempted  to  interfere  in  any 
strikes,  but  told  both  sides  impartially 
that  there  must  be  no  breaches  of  the 
peace.  If  the  member  for  Newcastle 
asserted  that  the  department  took  any 
stand  with  the  Canadian  collieries 
Company,  he  was  casting  a  reflection 
on  Chief  Constable  Stevenson  at  Na- 
nalmo, whom  the  member  knew  well, 
who  was  one  of  the-  heft  men  of  the 
force,  with  a  service  of  nearly  thirty 
years,  and  upon  whose  Judgment  the 
superintendent   absolutely    relied. 

"Why  during  a  strike  should  there  be 
crime  committed  by  strikers?"  asked 
Mr.  Bowser,  addressing  the  member  for 
Newcastle,  "Why  should  the  police  al* 
ways  be  assaulted  by  strikers?  Did  the 
honorable     gentleman     encourage      the 

1.  W.  W.  to  come  into  this  Province  and 
to  take  the  law  into  their  own  hands 
as  they  did  on  the  North   Thompson?" 

Mr.  Williams— "When  the  Minister 
demonstrates  that  they  did,  it  Is  time 
enough  to  answer." 

Agitators  Convicted 
Hon,  Mr.  Bowser—  "We  can  prove  it 
by  the  records  of  our  courts.  We  filled 
our  Jails  at  that  time  wijth  men  proper- 
ly convicted.  That  is  my  answer,  and  I. 
ask  tha  question  again:  Do  you  justify 
the  inroad  of  the  I.  W.  W.  agitators, 
Who  defied  law  and  order  in  this  Pro- 
vince? My  friend  as  a  member  of  this 
House  dare  not  say  he  does,  and  yet 
he  gets  up  here  and  talks  a  tot  of  clap- 
trap and  attaokB  our  police  force.  It 
would  be  a  sorry  day  if  the  Socialist 
party,  came  into  power  and  he  attempt- 
ed to  carry  out  what  he  now  advocates 
—that  We  should  have  no  police  force. 
Where  would  he  get  *protection  for  his 
wife  and  family?  The  moment  any 
man,  even  though  a,  member  of  this 
House,  gets  up  and  says  that  law  and 
order  should  not  be  upheld  then  that 
moment  ho  loses  the  confidence  of  the 
House  and  the  country." 

Mr.  Williams  wanted  to  know  if  any 
men  had  been  arrested  on  the  North 
Thompson  without  charges  being  made 
against  them. 

The  Attorney-General  replied-  that 
one  thing  the  department  would  not 
permit  was  the  making  of  arrests  il- 
legally. If  the  member  for  Newcastle 
had  any  such  Information  the  depart- 
in-  nt   would   be   glad   to   have  it. 

Mr.  Williams  said  he  would  glv  II 
In  his  own  sweet  time,  and  went  on  to 
say  that  although  he  was  not  an  I.  W. 
W.  man,  if  he  had  been  on  the  North 
Thompson  last  Summer  he  very  likely 
would  have  been  one. 

When  the  House  met  in  the  afternoon

a  most  careful  review  of  all  the  facts, 
concluded  that  as  an  act  of.  grace  the 
Government  ought  to  compensate  him 
to  the  extent  of  880,000;  This  was  in 
the  general  public  Interest  end  it  was 
an  action  we  felt  we  could  readily  Jus- 
tify." 

Mr,  Parker  Williams  Intimated  that 
he  thought  the  payment  had  been  made 
in  reparation  of*  some  mistake  of  the 
department  In  wrongfully  having  Issued 
the  licenses. 

In  Public  Interest 
To  this  Sir  Richard  replied  that  the 
lands  In  question  were  in  a  reserve  in 
South  East  Kootenay  and  when  the  li- 
censes had  been  issued  they  carried  that 
stipulation  that  the  Government  would 
not  be  responsible  for  any  controversies 
which  might  arise  between  stakers.  He 
stated  that  people  who  went  into .  the 
country  did  so  with  full  knowledge  of 
the  content  of  the  licenses  they  had  se- 
cured. The  Premier  alsO  declared  that 
he  wished  the  House  to  understand  that 
the  880,000  vote  covered  the  payments 
which  Watt  had  made  for  years  on  ac- 
count of  his  licenses  and  renewals,  and 
he  assured  the  committee  that  the  Gov- 
ernment had  hot  decided  to  recompense 
Watt  until  it  had  been  well  satisfied 
that  such  action  was  In  the  public  in-

Dri  McGuire,  Vancouver,  stated  that 
he  agreed  with  the  member  for  Ne#* 
castle  that  the  item  was  rather  a  cu- 
rious one,  and  he  asked  If  any  litigant 
Who  was  not  suited  by  the  decision  of 
any  court  could,  as  a  result  of  the  pre- 
cedent, appear  before  the  Executive  of 
the  Government  seeKIng  redress.  He 
then  referred  to  the  South  Vancouver 
tax  lands  sale  case,  in  which  the  courts 
had  decided  that  by  reason  of  certain 
irregularities  in  connection  with  the 
sale  of  the  Anderson  property,  the  sale 
was  illegal  and  ordered  the  restoration 
of  the  property,  to  the  original  owners. 
Dr.  McGuire  stated  that  many  innocent 
purchasers  had  made  Improvements  on 
the  land,  and  he  said  he  would  like  to 
know  if  those  people,  who  had  bought 
the  disputed  land  in  good  faith,  were  en- 
titled to  appear  before  the  Executive 
seeking  redress. 

"I  must  at  once  say  that  any  person 
who  feels  that  he  has  a  good  caso  has 
a  right  to  appear  before  the  Executive, 
and  I  will  say  that  he  will  be  hear,!, 
replied  Sir  Richard.  "It  does  not  fol- 
low, however,  that  every  applicant  will 
be  recompensed,  because  every  case  will 
have  to  be  dealt  with  on  its  merits.  In 
regard  to  tho  tax  sales  in  the  vicinity  of 
Vancouver,  I  do  not  know  that  that 
would  be  an  Instance  for  the  Govern- 
ment to  llnd  a  remedy."

The  finding  of  the  Marin*  Court  of

America  contributed 
140,143,  and  from  the  Continent  came 
109.803,  This  shows  an  Increase  of 
46,000  emigrants,  to  Canada  over. the 
figures  for  the  previous  year.  Though 
no  complete  IlsjUof  ships  booked' for  the 
traffic  is  yet  t/>j)e  had,  it  is  understood 
that  all  the  ships  which  the  C.  .

Emigration  agents  on  bofh  sides  of 
the  Atlantic  anticipate  that  the  rush  to 
Canada  Will  eclipse  all  former  years. 
Although  people  have  been  coming  to 
,  Canada  for  years,'  it  is  only  new  that 
the  country  is  becoming  known,  and 
consequently  it  Is  only  how;  that  the 
great  possibilities  of  the  country  and 
Its  enormous  resources  are  being  under- 
stood. Scotland  is  sending  out  over  a 
thousand  emigrants  weekly  during  the 
regular  season  and  the  influx  of  Irish- 
men Is  also  on  the  increase.
